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Raided: Drugs factory 
worth up to SSmlim

UP to £6 million worth of cannabis 
has been prevented from reaching 
the drugs market - thanks to two 
alert police officers. 

A cannabis factory housing a 
whopping 12,000 plants - which 
is believed to be the biggest can¬ 
nabis farm ever discovered in the 
county - was uncovered in Soham 
last week. 

Officers were on patrol in Ford- 
ham Road at around 11pm on 
Wednesday when they detected a 
strong smell of cannabis. 

They followed the scent, which 
took them to a warehouse in Regal 
Drive. 

Officers forced entry to the in¬ 
dustrial unit - the former Garner 
Plastics premises - and discov¬ 
ered approximately 7,000 growing 
plants, as well as 400 drying plants 
and 5,000 root balls. 

Detective Inspector Dave Mur¬ 
phy said: “This is a significant sei¬ 
zure - certainly one of the biggest, 
if not the biggest, we’ve ever had in 
Cambridgeshire. 

“It was on an industrial scale. 
Clearly to have stopped this op¬ 
eration and seized these plants 
is very pleasing because it means 
this cannabis will not end up on 
the streets.” 

A police spokesman added: “The 
potential yield is anywhere from 
£2 million to £6 million.” 

Two men were inside the ware¬ 
house when it was raided, but 
managed to break free through a 
window and flee the scene. 

One man has since been arrest¬ 
ed. He was taken to Parkside po¬ 
lice station in Cambridge for ques¬ 
tioning and has been bailed until 



fuly 24. A second man is believed 
to be still on the run - and officers 
say more people were probably in¬ 
volved in the operation. 

The police spokesman said: “We 
believe others would have been 
involved in running such a large 
production site so inquiries are 
ongoing.” 

On Thursday officers began 
clearing the unit, which took sev¬ 
eral days. 

The discovery has left those 
working on the industrial estate 


shocked. 

One man who works opposite 
the site said: “You certainly don’t 
expect £6 million worth of can¬ 
nabis to be growing right opposite 
where you work. The grass is cut 
there regularly - it’s unbelievable 
that nobody knew it was there.” 

A board hanging from the ware¬ 
house said it was on the market 
with Cambridge-based consultant 
surveyors, fanuarys. 

Douglas Stanton, a senior sur¬ 
veyor at the firm, said: “We have 


contacted our client and informed 
them of the situation. They will be 
contacting the police to deal with 
the matter. 

“We were marketing the prop¬ 
erty but were stood down in fune 
2013 as the client had let the unit 
themselves to a fit-out contractor, 
so no longer needed our services.” 

In the meantime, several hun¬ 
dred bags of compost which were 
also recovered from the site have 
now been donated to Emmaus 
Cambridge. 


and we discovered a large number 
of sealed bags which were obvi¬ 
ously going to be used to cultivate 
later crops of the drug. 

“It would have been a shame to 
have had to throw it all away, so we 
contacted Emmaus to see if they 
could make use of it. 

“We were delighted when they 
said yes and it is fitting that some 
good can come out of this.”

Peter was 
a SERV member who sadly 
died in a motorcycle accident 
near Ipswich in April 2012. 

“In this way, it is hoped that 
Peter’s memory will continue 
in service with us for many 
years to come, thanks to the 
generosity of CCMC.” 

The new bike, a Honda 


Crossrunner, has been 
equipped with a blue light 
system and features to pro¬ 
vide the rider with greater 
comfort.

A DRESSAGE rider from Freckenham 
will be taking on a swimming chal¬ 
lenge later this month - after being 
diagnosed with breast cancer last 
year. 

Nikki Lushington, 52, has set her¬ 
self the challenge of swimming a mile 
at the Great East Swim at Alton Water 
reservoir on June 21. 

Nikki, who used to compete in syn¬ 
chronised swimming, has decided to 
take part to raise money and aware¬ 
ness for Macmillan Cancer Research. 

Nikki was diagnosed with breast 
cancer last year and had to have a 
mastectomy. 

She now hopes the swim will help 
to aid her rehabilitation. 

Nikki said: “When you have a mas¬ 
tectomy it disrupts the pectoral mus¬ 
cles around the shoulders and arms 
and can make it extremely painful 
and uncomfortable. 

“I have used swimming to build 
those muscles again and improve my 
overall fitness.” 

Despite this, Nikki has been con¬ 
tinuing her swimming and training 
all year round - even braving outdoor 
pools in the snow. 

She said: “I have been training with 
ex British swimmer Ruth Thompson 
at Hampton pool near where I work 
in West London. 

“It’s an outdoor pool which is open 
365 days a year so I even swam there 
in the snow. 

“I have also been training at 
Mildenhall Swimming Pool and more 
recently in the open water at Histon 
Lake.” 

Nikki added: “Completing the 
swim in June will be a great personal 
achievement and hopefully I can im¬ 
prove my time from when I last took 
part, which was before I had the can¬ 
cer.” 

And Nikki will not be taking on the 
challenge alone. 

Along with the hundreds of others 
making a splash on the day, she will 
also be joined by a friend - Eleanor 
Curtis, from Cambridge. 

Eleanor, a photographer, has re¬ 
cently been working with Nikki on a 
project looking at the human body 
which she says has helped her self- 


confidence. 

She explained: “Taking part in the 
photography project with Eleanor 
has really boosted my self esteem. 

“After my mastectomy I decided 
against having a reconstruction or 
implant as I felt I would be able to 
recover quicker and build up my 
strength. 

“After being inspired by an exhibi¬ 


tion, I had a tattoo of three seahorses 
over my mastectomy scar to repre¬ 
sent my love of swimming and horse 
riding.” 

The pair will be taking on the mile 
in the Great East Swim on June 21. 
Distances start at half a mile, and go 
up to 5km.

Cheers! Dullingham rum 
wins international contest

A RUM created in Dullingham 
has won an international com¬ 
petition in Hong Kong - beat¬ 
ing off brands including Ha¬ 
vana and Bacardi. 

Old Salt Rum, made in the 
English Spirit Distillery on 
Brinkley Road in Dullingham, 
won first place at RumFest. 

The Dullingham distill¬ 
ery entered the competition 
thanks to their Hong Kong dis¬ 
tributors Red Willow and beat 
more than 70 rum producers 
to take the top spot at the end 
of May 

Owner/distiller John Walters 
said: “We are thrilled. We have 
always put a great deal of detail 
into making old school rum 
like it was made 100 or 200 
years ago. 

“We were up against some 
huge brands that are worth a 
lot of money, it’s just fantastic. 

“The competition is quite 
prestigious. Being successful at 
the competition means fantas¬ 
tic distribution into China. 

The team at English Spirit 
pride themselves on being the 
only producers of rum “in the 
UK ever”. 

John added: “We wanted to 
go back to the early days where 
they used mollases for the fla¬ 
vour. 

“We do this by distilling the 
rum three times. What we are 
left with is this rum product 
which smells of raisins. 

“Then there is a hint of 
smoke, banoffee pie and a bit 
of a chilli spice to it. 

“We created it about two 
years ago and it’s got a bit of a 
cult following since then.” 

Rum used to be used as a 
commodity on the Eastern 
seaboard, and is made from 
the by products of sugarcane. 

As the sugarcane is boiled, 
mollases, or treacle, is left and 
fermented to make rum. The 
final step is distillation. 

And it has been popular for a 
long, long time, John said. 

He said: “It has to come from 
sugarcane to be called rum. We 
bring that in from Trinidad, 



ferment it and distill it three 
times. Rum really became 
mainstream and successful 
when the Americans invented 
cocktails. 

“It became fashionable again 
in the Second World War when 
sailors had a ration of rum.” 

And for the English Spirit 
Distillery, that fashion has con¬ 
tinued - along with their “cult 
following” of Old Salt Rum, 
they also create vodkas infused 
with raspberries, vanilla pods, 
or even coffee. 

They also create gins, are 
venturing into whisky crea¬ 
tions and, after their competi¬ 
tion win, are looking forward 
to what the future holds. 

John said: “We have got some 
massive products that we are 
working on for other people 
over the next few months. They 
are going to be fantastic. 

“We are also making the 
move from Dullingham to a 
much bigger warehouse in 
Cambridgeshire, so our focus 
is on moving everything over 
to that.”

Group racially assault man 


A MAN was the victim of a 
racial assault in Newmarket 
on Sunday when a bottle 
was smashed over his car 
and beer thrown in his face.

However in the same edition 
on page 9 in fact we have police 
requesting information on a Jack 
Russell dog attacking a child. 

Where do the News see their 
responsibilities - to children or 
animals? The Jack Russell incident 
should warrant front page attention 
to make parents and children aware 
of the potential dangers of this 
particular dog. 

It is disappointing that the 
Newmarket News resorts to the 
the fashion some years ago of the 
media to report as many incidents 
as possible concerning Staffordshire 
bull terriers with their declared 
intent of trying to include them on 
the dangerous dog register.

Our dog was 
attacked too 

I FELT I had to write after reading 
the article about Tommy, which was 
so sad! 

Our dog was attacked by a 
Staffordshire bull terrier last year 
and the police could do nothing as 
the dog was on a lead. 

The fact that the dog was known to 
have previously killed two cats and 
a deer made no difference. 

The dog is still wandering around 
unmuzzled and I'm sure the next 
thing will be an attack on a child 
and then something will finally be 
done - but too late. 

Our dog was badly injured and it's 
amazing he wasn't killed. 

There is a knock-on effect too - 
our extremely sociable dog is now 
defensive around any dogs he 
doesn't know and we now have to 
muzzle him if we want to let him 
off the lead - not because he has 
attacked another dog but because, 
now that he's defensive, he MIGHT 
attack another dog and continue 
the chain of problems. 

There really does need to be some 
form of action that can be taken 
based on animal on animal attacks 
- a well trained pet shouldn't 
be attacking anyone or anything 
(more understandable if it's in their 
domain, most animals will protect 
their environment). 

The least that should happen is the 
offending dog should now have to 
be muzzled, which hopefully, if the 
owner is responsible, will be the 


case in this instance.

ROADWORKS AT LAST! 

Although their County Council¬ 
lor, through circumstance, could 
not be at Mildenhall for the parish 
council meeting, the news which 
he sent regarding future road 
works was very much welcomed 
by the members, albeit with some 
reservations. For while surface 
dressing may take place on the 
A1101 North Terrace and Field 
mid-July, with work at West Row 
near the USAF base gates a fort¬ 
night later, the urgent and major 
resurfacing needed at two other 
places which have brought many 
complaints will not begin until 
the end of September. 

These are on the King Street area, 
around the splendid War Memo¬ 
rial, one of the busiest areas in the 
town, with work being done on 
the last day of September, while 
an area where even more neces¬ 
sary work has been needed for 
some time is at/near the double 


mini-roundabouts on the A1101 
junction with College Heath 
Road, now scheduled for the pre¬ 
vious day. 

S.C.C. Councillor James Waters, 
together with the members of the 
parish council, will be monitoring 
these schemes in the hope that 
these dates will be met; but al¬ 
ready questions have been raised 
as to how complete the latter work 
will be, bearing in mind that the 
surface of the main road onto the 
important industrial estate is also 
in a very poor state. 

LONG SERVICE TO BE REWARD¬ 
ED 

Following a question put under 
Council Standing orders, chair¬ 
man of Mildenhall Parish Coun¬ 
cil, Mr ]ohn Bloodworth told his 
colleagues last week that he fully 
agreed that the scheme set up, 
at the instigation of fellow mem¬ 
ber Brian Sulman to acknowl¬ 
edge long service to the Council, 
should be re-instated. 

The latter said that, according 
to his records, at least two more 
senior members should have re¬ 
ceived glassware acknowledging 
their service of well over 20, even 
30 years, with another “crossing 


the bar” in 2015. Members then 
agreed unanimously that the cur¬ 
rent recipients due for recogni¬ 
tion should receive their reward 
as soon as possible. 

COUNCIL HELPS GOOD CAUSES 
Three ‘good causes’ which, ac¬ 
cording to the figures, assist peo¬ 
ple in the parish of Mildenhall at 
various times, were rewarded at 
last week’s meeting of Milden¬ 
hall Parish Council, even though 
this is the final year of the current 
body, after they had appealed for 
help. 

East Anglia Children’s Hospices 
(EACH), Avenues East (formerly 
Optua) and Headway Suffolk 
(which is now amalgamating the 
former East and new West Suffolk 
branches) will receive £200 each 
this year, after the clerk, answer¬ 
ing a discussion point made by a 
new member, pointed out that the 
Mildenhall Council already has a 
formal Grants Policy, with sums 
set aside annually in each budget. 
However, after some discussion, 
during which a previous council 
decision was pointed out, it was 
agreed not to assist with setting 
up a Community Speed Watch 
scheme in Mildenhall. With only 


one volunteer (as opposed to the 
10 really needed) and few areas 
within the town where the nec¬ 
essary distance and viewing re¬ 
quirements can be assured, it was 
agreed to support the efforts of 
the Suffolk Constabulary in other 
ways. 

CHANGE OF MEETING DATE 

The appointments of volunteer 
members to take part in the regu¬ 
lar “Meet Your Councillor” ses¬ 
sions at Mildenhall (in the Leap 
Centre] and West Row (in the Vil¬ 
lage Hall) were confirmed for the 
next four months at last week’s 
meeting of Mildenhall Parish 
Council. 

But the senior West Row member, 
Gerald Taylor-Balls announced 
that in his area the meeting in 
July had been put back a week 
until the second Saturday in the 
month, with notices to that effect 
having been posted. 

While ward members will be 
available from 11am as usual, 
others will be at the “Lark In The 
Park” event, being staged on the 
Jubilee Fields from 10am. 


John Barker 
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Journey through an 
island in new book

FROM Fordham to Fuerteventura - 
a local man has written a book to 
detail his adventures on the Span¬ 
ish island. 

David Collins, of Fordham, took 
up a challenge in 2008 to walk 
from the north to the south of 
Fuerteventura, in hot weather and 
mountainous terrain. 

Over the “leisurely” three week 
walk, he encountered wildlife, his¬ 
tory and forests - and is now shar¬ 
ing the details in an “inspirational” 
book for “inquiring visitors”. 

In the 1980s, David spent nine 
months on the island, researching 
the rare houbara bustard bird. 

And on his 2008 walk, David 
saw another unique island bird - 
the Fuerteventura Chat. 

David said: “When I was a 
freshfaced student back in 1979 
there was an opportunity to go to 
Fuerteventura to see a rare bird 
called the houbara bustard. 

“When I first got there, I thought 
‘what a barren, desolate place’ but 
as you get to know it, you start to 
appreciate all it has to offer.” 

After he finished his degree in 
1979, David went to live on the is¬ 
land to study the houbara bustard. 

And it was his experiences that 
prompted him to take on the three 
week walk across the island for the 
new book. 

He said: “I wanted to do the walk 
in a leisurely way, so I made it last 



three weeks. I did 120 miles which 
I split up by camping in various 
places in the areas. 

“Every three days I would put 
myself up in a hotel for two or 
three nights to recover and to rent 
a car to do a bit of exploration of 
the other places on the island.” 

David added: “Once you get 
away from the coastline, the island 
is very different. There are plenty 
of other things that you can see 
and do. 

“I have tried to give real, proper 
detail as to what the island is like. 

“This is a three in one book 
about the walk, the island and the 
wildlife.”

Appeal after 
taxi driver 
punched by 
man in the 
High Street 

POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses after a taxi 
driver was punched in the 
face - leading to his pas¬ 
sengers giving chase to 
find the offender. 

The incident happened 
at 3am on Sunday, May 
25, when the taxi was sta¬ 
tionary in the High Street, 
Newmarket, and two men 
got into the back of the 
vehicle to go home. 

Another man then 
approached the taxi driv¬ 
er’s window. 

The driver wound down 
the window to tell the 
man that he had already 
picked up passengers and 
was full. 

The man punched the 
taxi driver through the 
open window, cutting his 
eyebrow. 

The two passengers got 
out of the car and chased 
the man, but were unable 
to find him. 

They then went back to 
the taxi and the driver 
took them home, drop¬ 
ping them off on the 
Studlands estate. 

Police are now appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses to the 
incident and would like to 
speak to the two passen¬ 
gers who might be able to 
help. 

If you were one of the 
men in the back of the 
taxi at the time of the 
assault who chased the 
offender, call DC Mick 
Chapman at Bury St 
Edmunds CID on 101. 

The man who punched 
the taxi driver is 
described as white, pale 
skinned and in his late 
teens. 

He is around 5ft 7inches 
tall, has a thin face and 
short hair. 

Anyone who has any 
information, knows who 
the man is, or who may 
have witnessed the inci¬ 
dent in the early hours 
should call 101.

Any hedgehog out in daylight 
is a “concern” the charity said. 

A spokesperson added: “Do 
remember that hoglets do not 
come in ones so keep searching 
for others.”

Number 
of jobless 
halved in 
Mildenhall 

YOUTH unemployment in 
Mildenhall has halved in 
the last year, new figures 
have shown. 

Since April 2013, youth 
unemployment has fallen 
by 50 per cent, in news 
that has been warmly wel¬ 
comed by West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

Overall unemployment 
in the area has also fallen 
by 42 per cent, in a rate that 
is faster than the national 
average, which has fallen 
by 37 per cent, according to 
the figures. 

Mr Hancock said he was 
“delighted” by the statistics. 

He said: “This steep de¬ 
cline is fantastic news for 
Mildenhall. 

“We have made real pro¬ 
gress and local people are 
starting to get back into 
work. 

“I am delighted to see so 
many young people finding 
their way into a job, build¬ 
ing the confidence and 
skills they need for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The MP suggested that 
the fall in unemployment 
was largely due to a num¬ 
ber of new apprenticeships 
on offer for young people in 
the area. 

He also extended a 
“warm thank you” to local 
schools, employers, the job 
centre and “the residents of 
Mildenhall who are finding 
the confidence to go back 
into sustained work and 
support their families.” 

He added: “Although 
there is still a lot more to 
do, these figures show that 
our long term economic 
plan is working.”

Gatehouse will be mov¬ 
ing to Mildenhall Lodge 
care home, thanks to Care 
UK. 

Amanda Bloomfield, 
chief executive of Gate¬ 
house, said: “A lot of our 
clients in Mildenhall have 
been with us for a long 
time and their needs have 
advanced to a point where 
the facilities at St John’s 
Centre are not of a high 
enough standard. 

“We have also taken into 
consideration that our staff 
and volunteers are not 
trained to provide the spe¬ 


cialist levels of care in de¬ 
mentia which are needed 
by some of the Mildenhall 
clients. 

“We were determined 
to find a solution to a dif¬ 
ficult situation and to con¬ 
tinue to support the users 
of Gatehouse services in 
Mildenhall and were for¬ 
tunate that the building of 
the new Mildenhall Lodge 
care home came at the 
right time.”

The club will meet each 
Tuesday between 11am 
and 2pm, with hot lunches 
provided by Gatehouse 
staff and volunteers. 

A club session costs £10 
per hour or £50 for the day.

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Police search 
for clues over 
man’s death 


POLICE are continuing to appeal for in¬ 
formation after a man was hit by a car 
and died in Lidgate two weeks ago. 

Aidan Gallagher, 37, from Ipswich, 
died while he was working on the B1063 
at Lidgate, near Newmarket. 

The ambulance service were called to 
the scene on Tuesday, May 13 at approxi¬ 
mately 10.30am to reports that a man 
had been found collapsed. 

Aidan, who had been working on the 
roadworks in the area, was taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s but died en route. 

A post morterm held on Tuesday, May 
20, found that he had “internal injuries 
consistent with an impact”. 

Police have been at the scene of the in¬ 
cident this week as they renew an appeal 
for information. 

Officers have spoken to two other men 
who were working on the roadworks 
at the time who said that a woman, be¬ 
lieved to have been driving a car, spoke 
to them to tell them that a man had col-

lapsed. 

She stopped on the B1063 sometime 
between 10.15am and 10.30am on Tues¬ 
day, May 13. 

Police would like to speak to the wom¬ 
an as they think she may be able to help 
with their enquiries. 

Police officers will also be carrying out 
house to house enquiries in Lidgate in 
the hope that they can speak to someone 
who may have information about the in¬ 
cident. 

A police spokesperson said: “Officers 
are keen to speak to anyone who had 
been driving along the road at the time 
and may have witnessed the collision or 
who saw any vehicle with damage that 
may have been caused by a collision to 
get in contact.” 

Anyone with information should call 
the Major Investigation Team on 101.

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T\vo men jailed for 
alleyway stabbing

TWO men have been jailed after 
stabbing a man so hard in the 
wrist in a Newmarket alleyway 
that he needed surgery to remove 
the knife. 

William Mackenzie, 20, of Park 
Lane in Newmarket, and Kam 
Flynn, 18, of Blacksmiths Lane, 
Bury St Edmunds, pleaded guilty 
to unlawful wounding at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Mackenzie and Flynn arranged 
to meet their victim between 
11pm and 11.30pm on Friday, 
November 8 in an alleyway off 
Park Avenue in Newmarket to al¬ 
legedly buy cannabis, said Alison 
Ginn, prosecuting. 

When he arrived in the alley- 
way, the victim was sprayed in 
the face with CS gas by Flynn be¬ 
fore Mackenzie appeared and be¬ 
gan punching him to the ground. 

As the two attackers fled, the 
victim discovered a knife stuck 
in his arm and managed to con¬ 
tact friends who called an ambu¬ 
lance. 

The victim was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s hospital where he had to 


have surgery to have the knife 
removed. Doctors also found a 
puncture wound to his shoulder. 

Mackenzie admitted being at 
the scene and failing to stop the 
attack but denied using a knife 
or CS gas. Flynn admitted having 
stabbed the victim and spraying 
him with the gas. 

Appearing for Flynn, Hugh 
Vass said: “He can’t explain why 
he did it. He had no motive. He 
was out of control on alcohol and 
cannabis.” 

On Monday, Mackenzie was 


jailed for two-and-a-half years, 
while Flynn received a two-year 
sentence. 

Investigating officer DC Ian 
Webb said: “This was a particu¬ 
larly nasty attack causing the vic¬ 
tim a great deal of distress leav¬ 
ing him requiring surgery. 

“I hope this will act as a warn¬ 
ing to those who would carry out 
pre-mediated assaults such as 
this that the police will pursue 
them and put them before the 
courts to be dealt with appropri¬ 
ately.”

A SCHOOL teacher who suffered 
horrific burns in an accident as a 
child is raising money for a charity 
close to her heart. 

Tracey Summers, a teacher at So- 
ham Village College, was 11 years 
old when she sustained third degree 
burns after she caught fire in a kitch¬ 
en. 

Tracey, 50, is a volunteer for the 
Katie Piper Foundation - a charity 
dedicated to improving rehabilita¬ 
tion for burns survivors - and this 
summer she is raising as much as she 
can for the organisation. 

The mum-of-two, who lives in 
Witchford, recently climbed 3,560ft 
to the top of Snowdon - the highest 
mountain in Wales. 

In July she is taking on an eight- 
day trek up Mount Toubkal in Mar¬ 
rakech - and as if that isn’t enough, 
she is also taking part in the Tunnel 
to Towers 5k run in London. 

Tracey, who teaches vocational 
studies at the college, said: “This 
charity is very close to my heart as 
I caught fire in a kitchen accident 


when I was a child, sustaining third 
degree burns mainly to my arms and 
trunk. 

“I was wearing a nylon garment 
which accidentally touched the 
electric ring on an oven and before I 
knew it I was up in flames. 

“When I had my accident there 
wasn’t much support available so I 
know that if the Katie Piper Founda¬ 
tion had been around then it would 
have benefited both me and my fam¬ 
ily so much.” 

The charity was founded by Katie 


Piper, a philanthropist, television 
presenter and former model from 
Hampshire who had sulphuric acid 
thrown in her face in 2008. 

The attack, which blinded her in 
one eye, was arranged by her ex-boy¬ 
friend and carried out by an accom¬ 
plice. Both men were arrested and 
are serving life sentences.

APPROXIMATELY 2,500 
people in West Suffolk who 
have Type 2 diabetes have 
not had it diagnosed, a 
charity has said. 

Diabetes UK have 
announced that in West 
Suffolk, around 13,650 have 
diabetes, but only around 
11,100 people have been 
diagnosed. 

In an international 
survey of 1,100 people who 
completed an online risk 
assessment to see if they 
were at high risk of having 
diabetes, over one in 20 
went on to be diagnosed 
by their GP. The charity are 
now urging people to take 
the online assessment to get 
type 2 diagnosed earlier. 

Chief Executive Barbara 
Young said: "If left 
unchecked, Type 2 diabetes 
can lead to devastating 
health complications such as 
amputation, blindness and 
stroke. I would urge anyone 
who has any of the risk 
factors to find out their risk 
status as soon as possible, 
whether online or at a local 
pharmacy or GP surgery.

FRUITVALE STATION (15, 85 mins) 

AT approximately 9.15am on January I, 
2009, 22-year-old Oscar Grant III died on 
the operating table of Highland Hospital 
in Oakland, California. 

Several hours earlier, the young black 
man and his friends were detained by 
police at Fruitvale Station on the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit (BART) system that serves 
San Francisco. 

During chaotic scenes on the platform, 
one of the officers shot Grant in the back 
as he was being detained face down on 
the ground. 

Footage captured by witnesses on 
mobile phones and cameras sparked 
protests across the city. 

Fruitvale Station dramatises the final 
24 hours in the life of Grant (Michael 
B Jordan), recounted in chronological 
order except for a single emotionally 
devastating flashback in which the 
young man recalls a visit from his mother 
Wanda (Octavia Spencer) to San Quentin 
Correctional Facility to hammer home the 
damage he is doing to his young daughter 
Tatiana (Ariana Neal). 

On December 31, 2008, Oscar takes 
Tatiana to school then drops off his 
girlfriend Sophina (Melonie Diaz) at work. 

He heads to the grocery store to pick 
up two crabs from the fish counter for his 
mother's birthday and helps a customer 
(Ahna O'Reilly) with a cooking dilemma 
by putting her in touch with his grandma 
(Marjorie Shears). 

He also collars store manager Emi 
(Victor Toman) and we learn that Oscar 
lost his job two weeks ago and hasn't 
told Sophina. 

"For me to hire you back, that means 
I have to let someone else go. Someone 
who's never showed up late once. I like 
you man, but I can't do that," explains 
Emi. 

Bristling with frustration, Oscar stops 


briefly at a petrol station, where he 
witnesses a stray pitbull being knocked 
down. 

"Help!" screams Oscar as he cradles the 
dying animal. 

No one answers, foreshadowing the 
senseless loss of precious life in the film's 
closing moments. 

Fruitvale Station is a gripping portrait of 
a flawed man, who struggles to rebuild 
bridges and atone for his sins but always 
seems to be dragged back into the mire. 

Like the train that carried Oscar and 
his friends home from the New Year's 
Eve fireworks, Ryan Coogler's film has a 
relentless sense of momentum and won't 


be deviated from its tragic course, no 
matter how hard we will it. 

Jordan is terrific in the lead role - 
charming and volatile, cocksure yet 
desperately unsure how he will pay next 
month's rent. Diaz is luminous and Oscar 
winner Spencer, pictured, is mesmerising, 
staring at her boy's lifeless body and 
sobbing, "I told him to catch the BART. I 
didn't know they were gonna hurt him." 

Coogler opens with footage of the 
actual shooting and he retains the gritty 
realism in acutely observed scenes of 
family life. His script speaks from the 
heart and touches and rends ours with 
every word.

The jockey had the choice of the 
Sandown Classic Trial winner and fellow 
fohn Gosden-trained runner Romsdal, 
who was supplemented for the premier 
Classic on Monday following his narrow 
defeat by Orchestra in the Chester Vase. 

However, Buick has opted to stick with 
Western Hymn, who has won each of his 
three starts to date and demonstrated his 
wellbeing in work at Epsom last week. 

Buick said: “There’s no bigger Flat race 
in the world than the Derby, so when you 
are lucky enough to have a choice of rides 
in the race you don’t want to get it wrong. 

“For that reason I’ve weighed up every 
factor concerning Western Hymn and 
Romsdal and decided to go with the 
proven form of Western Hymn. 

“This was a very hard decision to make 
because Romsdal is emerging as a very 
serious horse which is why he was 
supplemented on Monday. 

“His run in the Chester Vase was 
excellent and he would have won that in 
another stride instead of going down by a 
nose - and he is on the upgrade. 

“But I just couldn’t desert Western Hymn. 

“He excited me when he won his first 
race of the season at Newbury and he 
showed a lot of courage on bad ground at 
Sandown to win the Classic Trial. 

“A lot has been made of his habit of look¬ 
ing about him, but it’s just a characteristic 
and it’s never stopped him going forward. 

“He went to Epsom last Thursday and 
showed he can handle the undulations 
and after I gave him a nice spin over seven 
and a half furlongs on the A1 Bahathri this 
morning (Tuesday), it made my mind up. 


“I hope I’ve called it right.”
